Amendment To U.S. Constitution 


Says Changes In Supreme Law Barring 
Aid To Sectarian Schools Have Been 
Presented At Least 20 Times Before

Health examinations, school lunches, free bus trans- 
portation; these, and many other public welfare services, 
would be denied children attending parochial schools under 
the terms of a constitutional amendment which has been pro- 
posed by Congressman Joseph R. Bryson of South Carolina. 
Introduced in the name of democracy, the proposal woul 


tA atl 


ignore the child’s need because of 
its creed. The pursuance of basic 
religious convictions would, hence- 
forth, result in a civic liability. 


Briefly, the amendment pro- 
hibits the Congress and the sev- 
eral States from granting public 
aid to “any educational institution 
wholly or in part under sectarian 
control” or “to pay any of the edu- 
cational expenses of any person 
attending such an institution.” Ex- 
ceptions are made for veterans 
and for scientific projects. The 
latter exception might be termed 
a logical development of the sec- 
ularistic philosophy of the amend- 
ment: science is enshrined, religion 
quarantined. 


This is not the first time that 


such an amendment has been pro-'| 


posed to the Congress. House Docu- 
ment 551 of the 70th Congress, 
listing proposed amendments to the 
Constitution, discloses that similar 
proposals were made on 20 differ- 


‘ent occasions between 1875 and 


1929. The only time that such an 


amendment was reported out of, : 


committee was in 1876. After a 


heated debate, it was defeated in) 
the Senate after having already @ 


passed the House. 
Even if the current proposal 


should clear the congressional hur- F 


dies, it would still have to be 
adopted by three-fourths of the 
States. But while this is not an 
easy task, the result would have 


the support of many influential or- 


ganizations. 


For instance, the National Com- | 
mittee of the League Opposed to 


Sectarian Appropriations, whose 
avowed aim is to secure the adop- 
tion of such an amendment, claims 
a membership of eight million cit- 
izens. Moreover, it asserts that 
organizations, whose total exceeds 
20,000,000, have indorsed an at- 
tempt to secure a constitutional 
amendment such as Congressman 
Bryson has introduced. Commit- 
tees are being organized from coast 
to coast to support the League’s 
efforts and those public officials 
who subscribe to its principles. 


Support would, undoubtedly, also 
come from those organizations 
which are voicing alarm over the

Rt. Rev. Msgr. Fulton Sheen 


Notre Dame— The Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen, noted au- 
thor, radio orator and professor 
of philosophy at the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America, Washington, 
D. C., will deliver the last in the 
1947 Aquinas Lecture Series at 
8:15 p.m., Thursday, May 22, in 
the University Drill Hall on the 
campus of the University of Notre 
Dame. 

Msgr. Sheen, who recently com- 
pleted a series of lectures on 
Communism over the “Catholic 
Hour,” national radio program, 
will speak on “Communism In Ac- 
tion.” 

A leading authority in the field 
of Christian apologetics. Msgr. 
Sheen has long been a leading stu- 
dent of the ethical side of eco- 
nomics and political science and is 
well equipped to deal with the 
present menace to Church and 
State and the proper approach to 
current problems.

Pennsylvania Tribunal 


Says Transportation Only 
For Public School Pupils 


Philadelphia, May 12 —(NC)— 
The Supreme Court of Pennsyl- 
vania has upheld the decision of 
Judge Ernest Harvey of the Ches- 
ter County Court of Common Pleas 
denying Catholic school students 
the right to ride in public school 


buses. The Supreme Court stated: 
“The judgment of the, court below 
is affirmed on the opinion of Judge 
Harvey.” The court had heard 
arguments on the case on April 15, 
The plaintiff in the case was 
Paui Connell, of the Kennett 
Square Township, Chester County, 
whose ten-year-old daughter, Cath- 
erine is a student at St. Patrick’s 
Parochial! School ‘two blocks from 
the Kennett Consolidated School. 
Mr. Connell had asked the Chester 
County Court to order the direct- 
ers of the Kennett Consolidated 
School to show cause why bus 
transportation to the public school 
was not made available to his 
daughter. 


Mr. Connell’s attorney, Samuel 
Lichtenfield, argued that the Pen- 
nsylvania school code through its 
compulsory attendance clause re- 
quired the Kennett Township 
schoo] directors to provide trans- 
portation for any student to the 
“nearest public school.” This had 
been done for eight years for the 
children of Sti Patrick’s parochial 
school but was discontinued last 
fall. The attorney contended that 
while the code did not require the 
school board directors to furnish 
transportation for the parochial 
students to the parochial school, 
it did require them to furnish 
transportation to the public school. 
He maintained it made no differ- 
ence if after arriving at this point 
a pupil might walk further to at- 
tend a parochial or other private 
school. 


Mr. Lichtenfeld also contended 
that providing such transportation 
was not in violation of the State 
constitution: which prohibits tax 
funds from being spent for sec- 
tarian purposes. “It is not supply- 
ing public funds to a parochial 
school to see that a child is able 
to obey the compulsory provisions 
of the school code,” he declared. 


The counsel for school board told 
the cou.t that the free bus service 
for the parochial school children 
had been discontinued because of a 
law prohibiting overcrowding of 

buses or permitting children 

te stand in the aisle. He also 

that transportation of par- 

ochial school children by public 

school buses was illegal, stating 

that it violated the State consti- 

tution which specifically prohibits 

the spending of tax money for sec- 
tarian purposes. 

In his opinion denying that the 
public school directors have the 
obligation to provide transporta- 


tion for parochial school children, 
Judge Harvey had made it clear 


that his ruling did not enter into 
the question as to whether free 
transportation would be a violation 
of the State Constitution. His 
decision, he emphasized, was based 
entirely on the text of the Pen- 
nsylvania school code, which he 
said contained neither express nor 
implied provisions requiring the 
public school directors to furnish 
transportation to any others but 
those attending public schools.

It seems to 
me that a Catholic organization 
can combat Communism more ef- 
fectively than any other. The

The Communists follow severa 
very deadly patterns. One of these 
is to use Catholics as foils or 
stooges. When they get a Cath- 
olic to front for them they make 
sure that he proclaims his Cath- 
olicity on each afid every occa- 
sion. They have even gone to the 
extent of getting slip-shod Cath- 
olies to proclaim themselves good 
Catholics. In at least one case 
they have prevailed upon a very 
poor Catholic to go through the 
motions of practicing his religion 
so as to make the deception more 
complete. 


To combat these tactics it takes 
an organization which can dis- 
seminate current, up-to-date infor- 
mation as widely as possible; and 
an organization composed of people 
whose loyalty to the labor move- 
ment and whose militancy are un- 
questioned. Company minded 
people or those of a conservative 
trend would be worse than useless. 
People, who in their lives and ac- 
tions exemplify the militant dyna- 
mie of the Pope’s encyclicals, are

General Kenney, a native of 
Brookline, Mass., played a vital 
role in the Allied victory over Ja- 
pan in World War II. Inventor 
of the destructive parachute bomb 
and numerous other bomb impro- 
visations, he also introduced skip 
bombing, lob-bombing and the spe- 
cial: bomb fuse which enabled the 
U. 8S. Air Forces to virtually de- 
stroy the Japanese Navy. 

Entering World War I as a 
Lieutenant, he rendered such dis- 
tinguished service as a pilot that 
he was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Cross and the Silver Star 
and at the conclusion of hostil- 
itles had advanced to the rank of 
Captain. Between 1919 and 1939 
he proceeded through the regular 
steps of advancement open to the 
peacetime army officer while ‘con- 


centrating on aeronautical develop- 
ment and its application to war- 
fare.

Reno Divorces 


Illegal In Ohio 


Cleveland, May 12 —(NC)— 
Nevada's quick divorces ore illegal 
in Ohio if there are indications 
that the sole purpose of the trip 
to Nevada was to obtain a divorce, 
according to a far-reaching deci- 
sion handed down by Common 
Pleas Judge Charles J. McNamee 
Nae? es ‘ 


The case was filed by a woman 
who sought to determine her mari- 
tal status and that of her hus- 
band who obtained a Reno divorce 
from her in 1942, after he had 
beerr denied one in Ohio, and then 


remarried. 


To hold the husband’s divorce 
valid in this case “would be. the 
same as substituting Nevada’s di- 
vorce laws for the laws of Ohio,” 
Judge McNamee declared. 


In defending his divo :e. the 
defendant had maintained that he 
had established a residence and 
business in Reno in good faith 
and had intended to remain in 
Nevada indefinitely. The Judge 
answered that the statement “does 
not square with his conduct.” He 
added: “At the time he went 
there he had no friends or busi- 
ness connections in Nevada. His 
business and social roots were 
firmly and deeply embedded in 
Cleveland, 0. He had lived here 
continously for a period of 36 
years and was the owner of prop- 
erty of substantial value and the 
owner of a well-established and 
prosperous business. His .con- 
duct is an eloquent contradiction 
of his professed intent.” 
Judge also pointed out that the 
husband filed ‘a petition for di- 
vorce only one day after the six- 
weeks residence necessary. under 
Nevada law. A short time later 
the defendant returned to Ohio.:

‘Thank God -For 
The Catholics’ 


The Washington News Digest 
(April, 1947) carries an article 
written by James R. Thompson 
under the caption “Thank God for 
the Catholics,” in which he, in 
vivid language, rebukes ~Protes- 
tant organizations for not being 
more vocal in denunciation of Com- 
munism and more active in an ef- 
fort to stem its tide.

This was almost immediately after the first World War when hundreds of thousands of 
young men in the armed forces became infected with that most loathsome disease, which

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The Disturbed State 
Of Society 

E historian Pagi speaks of the 10th 

century, which we are now briefly re- 
viewing as a “barbarous age.” Baronius 
says that when Benedict IV was raised to 
the Pontificate a new century began, char- 
acterized by “the rule of crime and utter 
absence of all good.” 


The Mehammedan and: Norman invasions, 
the rivalry of half-civilized kings and 


princes upset the previously established - 


order, and lay people usurped ecclesiastical 
estates, and even Bishoprics. The Pope was 
practically forced’ to become involved in 
some of the politics of the day for the 
benefit of the people—in order that worthy 
men might be selected as heads of states. 

What was written as history in this cen- 
tury must, however, be greatly discounted, 
because the historical authority by which 
partisan historians appraise the century 
is Luitprand, who was, according to Darras, 
“always a member of. the party opposed to 
the Italian faction.” 7 


The historian Fleury writés of Luit- 
prand: “His style shows more wit than 
judgment... . His pen is always guided by 
passion; heaping gross insults upon some, 
lavishing extravagant praise upon others” 
according to the whim of the moment. 


The reformers. of the sixteenth century 
refer to Luitprand as an authority on the 
10th century, ignoring completely what was 
written by Flodoard, who was a contempo- 
rary (894-966). He wrote a work entitled 
“Lives of the Popes” from St. Peter to Leo 
VII (A.D. 989), in which, according to 
Darras, he “gives a true coloring to many 
facts misrepresented by Luitprand.” 


Bellarmine offers this comment: “As we 
have not exaggerated the qualities of form- 
er Pontiffs, we shall not; in speaking of 
their successors, hide what may be blam- 
able, for we are satisfied that Divine Provi- 
dence will draw greater triumphs from all 
things, since in the midst of so great dis- 
orders He has kept untarnished the spot- 


less splendor of His Church. The Roman 


pontificate owes its preservation neither to 
the guidance nor to the prudence of men; 
it has been preserved because the rock is 
so truly of divine establishment, is so 
deeply set, so constantly protected, that 
these gates of hell, persecutions, heresies, 
the scorn of strong minds, the spread of 
baneful writings, the craft and wickedness 
of men, have never prevailed agajnst it.” 


Harvey, a contemporary, and the Arch- 
bishop of Rheims, speaking of this period, 
writes: “The whole world is given up to 
the prince of darkness, and the bolts of di- 
vine wrath give us no respite. .. . Oppres- 
sion reigns everywhere, men have become 
like the fishes of the sea, the great devour 
the small.”” He blames the deterioration of 
Monastic life to the abuse “of giving these 
lay superiors and abbots.” 


But it was at this very time (910) when 
Bernon laid the foundation of the Monas- 
tery of Cluny, which became the well-spring 
whence the true spirit of religious vo- 
cations gradually flowed to all parts of the 
Church. 
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~ Popes Of The 
_ Tenth Century 


117—Pope Benedict IV—903 


At the time this Pope acceded to the 
Papacy, Alphonso the Great had just won 
a brilliant victory over the Moors in Spain. 
He had liberated Old Castile, the Kingdom 
of Leon and a part of Portugal. ne 

The Roman people hoped to find happi- 
ness and prosper under the reign of this 
wise and mild-mannered Pope, but he did 
not live long enough to. bring their hopes 
to a realization. He died on October 20, 
903. 


118—Pope Leo V—903 


Leo V reigned less than two months. A 
faction opposed to him elected Christopher, 
regarded, therefore, as an anti-Pope by 
many reputable historians. But since he 
lived a year longer than Leo, and the latter 
had no successor until 905, Christopher is 
frequently mentioned as 119 in the list of 
legitimate Pontiffs. ' 


120—Pope Serglus !|—911 


This Pope was recalled from exile to fill 

the Chair of St. Peter. 
- Luitprand, whose testimony most his- 
torians reject, attacks his personal char- 
acter. Flodoard, who lived in the same 
century, praised him. Darras writes: 
“During the seven years of his pontificate 
Sergius was esteemed by the Christian 
world as a Pontiff worthy of the highest 
veneration.” 

So unreliable is Luitprand that he places 
the pontificate of Sergius immediately after 
that of Formosus. 

Sergius died on December 6, 911, de- 
nounced by some and highly praised by 
other historians. The former base their 
judgment on Luitprand, whom the best 
authorities repudiate as unreliable because 
of his deep antecedegt prejudices. 


121—Pope Anatasius I1l—913 


The year that this Pope ascended the 
Pontifical throne, Alphonso the Great died 
in Spain, and Leo the, Philosopher at Con- 
stantinople. The former was dethroned by 
his son Garcius. Leo was succeeded by the 
infant Constantine VII. 

During this Pope’s brief reign a Norman 
conqueror was converted in France, 

Historians are generally agreed that 
Anatasius III was endowed with great wis- 
dom, prudence and gentleness. 


122—Pope Lando—914 


This Pope lived less than five months! 
He was called on to mediate between Beren- 
garius, King of Italy and Rudolph, of Ger- 
many, each of whom was ambitious to take 
complete possession of the Empire. 


123—Pope John X—928 


This Pope was received with enthusiasm 
by the Roman people. Flodoard, the his- 
torian of the 10th century, says of him: 
“His prudent and virtuous life have won 
for him a throne in Heaven.” If Luitprand, 
who confesses that he gathered his facts 
from A Popular Life of Theodora, an in- 
famous character, speaks differently of 
Pope John X, the explanation is clear. The 
unreliability of Luitprand can be guaged 
from the mere fact that he declares that 
John X was elected Pope after he had been 


* Some History Of 
This Era 


Louis IV, King of Arles, received the 
imperial diadem in Rome from Pope Bene- 
dict IV, but two years later Berengarius, 
King of Upper Italy, conquered him, and 
inflicted brutal treatment on his person. 

Despite the barbarism and wickedness of 
these days the Monastery of St. Gaul was 


a nursery of saints. St. Fulk, Archbishop | 
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of Rheims, died a martyr to a zealous de- 
fense of the Church’s interests. He was 
murdered by agents of Baldwin II, Count 
of Flanders, whom he had excommunicated. 
This did not prevent the successor of St. 
Fulk defying the same wicked ruler. 


Pope Sergius appointed Archbishops to 
Cologne and Hamburg. 


In Constantinople, which had been lately 
freed from the tyranny of Photius, religion 
was not improved, as it never did improve 
under men who, for political reasons, 
fought the Church or advocated schism. 
Nothing better could be expected when 
civil rulers—as in Germany, Russia, Jugo- 
slavia, Poland in our day—insist on run- 
ning the Church, and when the mass of the 
people are poorly instructed in their faith. 


Rollo, the Norman leader, met his first 
defeat during thirty years outside the city 
of Chartres. The Archbishop of Rouen ap- 
pealed to Rollo to discard his paganism and 
his cruelty, and to undergo instructions in 
the Christian religion. Rollo agreed to 
embrace the faith if, after instructions, it 
appealed to him. Following the instruc- 
tions he was baptized by the Archbishop, 
and he and his followers became peaceful 
‘Christians and good citizens. The Province 
of Neustria thenceforth became known as 
“Normandy.” 


We of ,the 20th century have no good 
reason to be shocked at the religio-po- 
litical situation of this 10th century, be- 
cause we are witnessing what. is regarded 
as a higher civilization engaged in more 
aggression, more plunder, more cruelty, 
more vice than is recorded about any previ- 
ous age of the Christian era. Throughout 
the Middle Ages Kings and Emperors 
wanted a Pope who would’be on their side 
and, therefore, often interfered with elec- 
tions and did their utmost to promote the 
candidacy of prelates who, they thought 
would either do their bidding, or whom 
they could control. In the 20th century 
prelates, hostile even to an atheistic regime, 
‘are imprisoned, exiled or put to death. 


The Normans had hardly ceased their 
ravages when the Magyars, of Finnish 
stock, became the terror of the west. They 
entered Hungary towards the end of the 
9th century and thence invaded Thuringia, 
Franconia, the Upper Rhine valley and Ba- 
varia (912-920). In the year 917 they 
crossed the Rhine and invaded Lorraine 
and Burgundy. 

Pope John X crowned Berengarius Em- 
peror in 915. 
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one year at Ravenna as Archbishop. Data 
in the Roman archives, on the other hand, 
prove that he had been Archbishop of 
Ravenna for nine years. 

Pope John X, who had been sent to a

A Dream Is Realized 


Impact was first issued in No- 
vember, 1945. The publication of 
“Vol. 1 No. 1” was the fulfillment 
of a dream that was born several 
years ago among a few leaders in 
the Young Christian Workers’ 
movement in Chicago. These lead- 
ers were filled with an awareness 
of the restlessness and unhappi- 
ness of their fellow workers.

In the beginning, the editors of 
Impact contemplated only a small, 
somewhat limited circulation, but 
before the second issue was pub- 
lished, the magazine had begun to 
attract considerable attention.

Many times during the first year 
of publication, the editors were 
discouraged and tired but they 
never thought of giving up. The 
effort seemed well-spent when en- 
couraging letters from subscribers 
arrived in the mail. 


Plans For The Future 


The editors of Impact want to 
keep their brainchild growing. As 
soon as possible, they hope to 
publish the magazine monthly. It 
is the thing most readers have 
asked for. “We want to see Im- 
pact more often. . . When will you 
make it a monthly?” 


The obstacles which have de- 
layed monthly publication are two- 
fold: high printing costs and lack 
of workers. Impact is sent to sub- 
scribers for only one dollar per 
year. Although many readers say 
they are willing to pay more, the 
editors prefer to keep the cost 
low so it will reach more girls. To 
maintain the low rate for a month- 
ly magazine demands greatly in- 
creased circulation. To secure new 
subscribers, to contact prospective 
bulk order customers—magazine 
racks, bookstores, organizations, 
schools—demands extensive pub- 
licity, advertising, contact letters, 
display material. 


Efforts along these lines have 
been limited by lack of time and 
workers—our second problem. 
There are no paid workers on the 
staff of Impact. All editorial and 
clerical work is done by girls who 
volunteer their services in after- 
office hours. Many girls have 
given hours of their time, month 
after month, but there is still more 
work than workers. 


No Profit 


Impact is not a big business. It 
is not a money-making proposition. 
It is an attempt to serve the work- 
ing girl. Its success depends on 
the interest and cooperation of 
every girl who is seeking a “brave, 
new world.” That new world will 
be a reality when alert, young 
leaders, spearheaded by sound, 
Christian ideas, face up to their 
responsibilities. Then we will 
really see an impact that will 
shake our pagan civilization to its 
very roots. A small, 24 page mag- 
azine is helping to lead the way, 
to train girls to play their part in 
the Christian revolution. It is al- 
ready making Impact!

They Take Turns 


Home parties began to take 
their place as a form of enter- 
tainment.

ndeed, some of the nicést parties 
were given by groups high 
school boys who planned ham- 
burger fries and weiner roasts in 
backyards, One enterprising young 
fellow gave a garden party. His 
back yard was strung with colored 
lights, he had a record machine, 
tables for games and to finish off 
the evening, served sandwiches and 
pop. 


A very good thing came of the 
decision of the mothers to see if 
they could do something to ease 
the strain of expensive dating. The 
girls awakened to the fact that it 
wasn’t quite fair of them to expect 
boys to spend too much money for 
entertainment. A candid college 
girl put it like this: “If a boy 
spends all of his money on dates 
over a fairly long period of time, 
he’s not building a very good foun- 
dation for the future. No woman 
wants a husband who spends 
éverything he makes. So we girls 
can help the boys (who might be- 
come our husbands) by making 
dates less expensive. Any girl— 
with brains—will know what to 
do. And it’s well to remember 
that a girl has more fun on a date 
with a crowd than at a dinner or 
a play where none of her gang can 
see the handsome escort she has 
rated.”

after the boys have had the four weeks of practice allowed before they 
open their season against the University of Pittsburgh on the latter’s 
field next Oct. 4. .

But, 
when Notre Dame gains possession of the ball and goes on offense, 
these, changes will probably be made. Joe Signaigo, because of his 
greater speed and sharp blocking ability, will go in at guard for 
Wendell; Ernie Zalejski will replace Terry Brennan at left half; and 
Floyd Simmons, a tremendously fast, powerhouse runner of 195 
pounds, will replace Panelli at fullback. 


Zalejski was kept out of contact work in spring practice fol- 
lowing the operation performed on his injured knee last January 
at the Mayo clinic, Rochester, Minn. However, the knee appeared 
to have regained it’s old time Strength and resiliency and, if so, 
there will blossom out one of the greatest running halfbacks Notre 
Dame has ever fielded in the person of this young South Bend boy. 
He had just begun to hit his old high ‘school stride -last fall when 
he received the knee injury in the Tulane game in New Orleans 
after he had dodged and ducked and driven his way to three 
touchdowns through a bewildered Green Wave defense. Im good 
health, Zalejski can do that against anybody, particularly when 
you consider the type of powerhouse and downfield blocking he'll 
get from those linemen. 


Another young player to watch next fall, when he’ll take his place 
in the starting lineup, is young Leon Hart, right end from Turtle 
Creek, Pa. He won’t be 19 until next November, but this 6-4 freshman 
who weighs 225 pounds seems destined for outstanding football success 
in the next three seasons. 

Several other explanations shc hi be made. George Ratterman, 
quarterback, and Ziggy Czarobski, regular right tackle, are not in- 
cluded im either of the above two lineups because neither took part in 
spring practice. Ratterman left school in February and will return in 
September, "while Czarobski, regular on the national championship 
elevens of 1943 and 1946, was excused from spring. practice. He has 
one more year of competition, and’ will ‘start his bid fora regular job 
when practice dpens next September. : 

I have listed Frank Kosikowski and Ray Espenan.as ends on 
the second team, but am not unmindful of the fact that there are 
three other monogram ends. on the squad—Jim Flanagan, Zeke 
O’Connor and Doug Waybright—besides two or three others who 
looked pretty good im spring, practice. So the picture could change 
at that position before the season opens next October. 

Assigning of Fallon and McGehee to the tackle on the 
second team is merely arbitrary on’ my part. Gasper Urban, Ken 
Schuster and Bill Russell are other monogram tackles on the squad 
—that makes eight, all told—and Gus Cifelli, six feet-four a 
probably would have made it nine had he not been forced to miss 
so much time from school last fall owing to the illness and death 
of his father in Philadelphia.

Be Cursed 


With Too Short Work Hours! 


"T HERE is remembered by many the accurate expression 
that idleness is the Devil’s workshop. It may be that: 
our nation may see the day when teo short work hours for 


the populace will become a curse rather than a blessing. 


It is not that I do not: believe in eufficiesit leisure time 


for rest, for recreation, and for culture. But should the 
words of Bernard Kilgore, presi-+ : 


dent of the Wall Street Journal, 
spoken in an address recently de- 
livered in Indianapolis, come true, 
the majority of men and women 
may find excess time on their 
hands a bore. 


Mr. Kilgore is reported to have 
said a shorter working week, per- 
haps as low as 20 ‘hours, may be 
possible as the nation’s ability to 
produce goods and services in- 
creases. 


But he practically pointed out 
that regardless of the number of 
hours worked, the important thing 
fs the amount of work accom- 
plished. 


“IT would not mind seeing a 20- 
hour week myself,” Mr. Kilgore i 
quoted as having remarked, there- 
after adding: “I wouldn’t mind 
working a 20-hour week; but the 
answer to this question is not to 
be found, I think, in slogans and 
formulas. It ought to be. a matter 
ef practical application.” 


* This speaker also advised that 
the dollar sign must be eliminated 
as a measure of national income 
and the business world must re- 
turn to practical rather than theo- 
retical economics. And to the 
statement many economists would 
chorus “Amen,” your writer verily 
believes. 


Personally, one of the greatest 
trials God could inflict on me 
would be a surplus of inactivity. 
To give but 4-hours work a day 
for days a week, which would 
make a 20-hour work week, I 
think would be a hardship. Not 
that I do not enjoy reading, music, 
people, the great outdoors, prayer, 
and good works, associations with 
family, domesticities, and all the 
rest of the multiple contributions 
to a nealthful person’s daily time 
expenditures. But not to be obli- 
ated to contribute more than 20- 
ours a week to actual required 
labor I submit should be a hard- 
ship to any person who is able to 
work. 


It is idleness that conduces to 
empty-living and light seekings to 
fill the hours out of the 24 that 
are spent with eyes wide open. It 
is ill-spent leisure that sends men, 
and yes women and youth, to the 
taverns, to public places of amuse- 
ment that tear down moral stami- 
na and which will surely lead to 
intemperate indulgences in various 
ways other than in strong drink, 
though lifting the cup seems to 
help too many to occupy dead 
hours. But if we would all fill our 
leisure hours with temperate en- 
joyments, with constructive enter- 
prises, with Christian friendliness, 
with song and prayer, then this 

reater leisure would become a 

lessing. 


Knowing human nature as many 
who read this discussion do know 
it, the conclusion will be that only 
a minority would use excessive 
leisure for the creation of peace 
and happiness, for the good of self 
and family and neighbor, and for 
the honor and glory of God.

One Of Two Lithuanian 
Bishops Imprisoned By 
Reds, Known In U. S. 


Brooklyn, May 12—(NC) — One 
of two Lithuanian Bishops recently 
reported arrested by the Soviets 
and exiled to Siberia, is widely 
known in the United States, it has 
been disclosed here. Hg is Bishop 
Theophil Matulionis of Kaisadoris, 
and is no stranger to the cruelties 
of Russian imprisonment. The 
other prelate reported arrested and 
exiled is Bishop Francis Ramon- 
auskas of Telsiai. 

The Rev. Dr, Joseph B. Koncius, 
president of the United Lithuanian 
Relief Fund of America, which has 
headquarters here, recalled that 
Bishop Matulionis in 1923 was ar- 
rested in Leningrad and exiled to 
penal labor in Solouki Island in 
north Russia. After he had spent 
six years in prison, intercessions by 
the Lithuanian Government with 
Russia succeeded in securing his 
release. 

In 1938, Bishop Matulionis visit- 
ed the United States and was the 
guest of the Rey. Dr. Koncius dur- 
ing his stay in this country. The 
prelate visited a number of Ameri- 
can cities and made many friends, 
particularly among the VU. S.-Lith- 
uvanian colonies, 

Reports indicate that arrests of 
priests and laymen because of their 
religious convictions are frequent 
occurrences in Lithuania, Father 
Koncius declared. The cruelties im-

U. N. Committee May

New York, May 12.—A future 
United Nations investigating com- 
mittee on the Palestine problem 
may give a hearing to the Catho- 
lic Near East Welfare Association, 
the first voice raised for Chris- 
tians in Palestine before the UN. 


This was indicated in action b 
a UN screening committee whic 
passed on requests of various 

ups to present their views be- 
ore the UN General Assembly's 
Political and Security Committee, 
soon to rule on the creation of a 
Palestine inquiry group. The 
screening committee turned down 


jthe association’s request to be 


heard now, with the understanding 
that organizations now turned 
down may be heard by the special 
committee of inquiry when it is 
established. 

Refused an immediate hearing 
on the same grounds as the Cath- 
olic association were the Palestine 
Communist Party Central Com- 
mittee, and several Jewish, Arab 
and other groups. 


The Catholic plea for hearing 
specified Christendom’s interest in 
the future of the Holy Land, with 
particular reference to freedom of 
worship of the country’s of the

Thomas J. McMahon, national sec- 
retary of the association, was pre- 
pared by Msgr. James H. Griffiths, 
Chancellor of the Military Ordin- 
ariate, and the Rev. Francis W. 
Anderson, S.J., of Baghdad. 

In its claim to recognition, the 
association referred to the resolu- 
tion approved by the Political and 
Security Committee of the United 
Nations Assembly which author-

“We are not unaware that there 
are forces striving to perpetuate 
social chaos, to facilitate ideologi- 
cal infiltration and to gain con- 
trol of the vast underground 
wealth of oil in the Near East,” he 
wrote. 

“But before we can conscient- 
iously consent to any settlement or 
modus vivendi, we demand ade- 
quate factual, implemented guar- 
anties to the effect: 

“(1) That all our sanctuaries 
will be respected and continuously 
and unconditionally accessible, and 

“(2) That the Christian minor- 
ity will actually enjoy not merely 
that vague frequently distorted 
and facetiously neutralized right 
of freedom of religion, but also 
freedom of religious assemblage; 
freedom of religious organization 
in conducting schools, hospitals, 
orphanages and other institutions 
of welfare and mercy and freedom 
from civil, social and economic dis- 
crimination.” 

Although Palestine has a#¢small 
Christian population, only 7.5 per 
'eent of the total, they maintain 23 
per cent of the free schools of the 
country, he said. 

“Christians have dwelt in Pales- 
tine nearly 20 centuries,” the letter 
continued, “and have never left. 
Under past regimes they have suf- 
fered every type of totalitarian 
persecution, been civically ostra- 
cized and economically pauperized 
because they have clung to the 
teachings of Christ in the very

According to the Rev. Charles E. 
Bermingham, Washington, D. C., 
general secretary of the conference 
and director of the Youth Depart- 
ment, National Catholic Welfare 
Conference “this conference is in 
response to many requests of dio-’ 
cesan youth directors and of lead- 
ers in nationally approved youth 
programs. It is not being held just 
for the sake of holding a meeting; 
it is being held to meet a long felt 
need for an opportunity to sit 
down together to discuss frankly 
and fully some of the problems 
which confront all leaders in youth 
programs.” : 

Archbishop Cushing i his call 
to the Conference, expressed the 
hope that “in the contacts, dis- 
cussions and experiences of this 
national conference a unity of pur- 
pose and a coordination of efforts 
will be the common goal.” He in- 
vited the clergy and laity respon- 
sible for approved youth groups 
and programs to meet with him. 

The three day program will pro- 
vide many opportunities for discus- 
sion according to the Rev. Robert 
Brown, New York associate direc- 
tor of the Catholic Youth Organi- 
zation for the Archdiocese of New 
York who is program chairman. 
He is being assisted by a large 
committee who interests cover 
all phases of youth work. 

Attending from the Diocese of 
Ft. Wayne will be the following:
